LYNCHED. 


Particulars of fue in South 
Carolina of a Negro Committed 
an Assault on a White Lady—The Af 
fair Conducted in a Masterly Manner, 
According to Local Accounts.

Co_umBiA, S. C., June 4.—The lynching of a 
colored man named Caleb Campbell last Friday 
night near the spot where he attempted the out- 
rage ot an old and highly respectable white lady 
was one of the most successful affairs of the 
kind ever performed iu this part of the country. 

The facte of the case, which were gathered too 

late to be telegraphed last night, are briefly 

these: Near sundown om Wednesday Mrs. 

Rains, who lives in the country a few miles from 

Winnsboro, went to a spring near ber house 

to get a pail of water, After she 

bad filled her bucket and was about 
returning to the house Caleb Campbell, a burly 
colored man, approached her from behind, 
threw bis arms around ber neck, and draggea 
her to the ground. She made violent efforts to 
release herself, and ered as loud as she could 
for help, and, after struggling on the ground for 
five minutes, the negro left ber without accom- 
plishing his purpose, being frightened away by 
the sounds of a wagon coming up the road. In ber 
struggie with the black tend the brave wom- 
au it a piece from dis right band, 
and this wound led to bis. identification.

In defiance of the Sheriff's protests and 
resistance, his pockets were searched and the 
kevs secured. men made their. way up- 
stairs, and finally stood before the cell contain- 
ing their victim. The door, after some work, 
was toreed open and the trembiing culprit 
pulled out. A pairofiron handcuffs was im- 
mediately placed around bis wrists and a rope 
looped about bis neck. He must bave realized 
that his time had come, for be meekly submitted 
to this process. He was placed on a horse fn the 
midst of the gang, and the party left town as 
quietly as possible. When about three miles from 
town the cavalcade came toa halt. The horse 
upon which Campbell rode was led under a large 
oak and the rope fastened around a limb fifteen 
feet above. The horse was then made to move 
off vioiehtly, which jerked the negro nearly up 
to the timb. The other end of the robe was 
then securely fastened to another limb, and the 
criminal was left swiuging to and fro. The men 
who did the work rode off quietly. and when the 
Sherif arrived, only a short time after the 
deed was done, there was noth to 
be seen but Caleb Campbell's . 
slightly swaying, stone dead. The whole plan of 
lynching was carried out methodically, and it 
was one of the best-conducted expediti ons of 
the kind recorded in the annais of Judge Lyncb. 
When the Sheriff reached Campbell he found a 
small placard pinned to bis clothing containing 
the folilowtug words: Our motbers, wives, and 
sisters shail be proteeted, even witb our lives.“ 
At the inquest held yest y, after the exam 
nation of a number of witnesses, who testified to 
the material facts as related above, the jury. of 
which Mr. J. H. Cummings was foreman, render- 
ed a verdict that Caleb Campbell was killed and 
murdered by hanging by some person or 
persons to the jury unknown. About one hun- 
dred people were present at the inguest. Camp- 
bell was a stout négro, about 25 yeurs old, and 
bore a very bad reputation, hav ing once before 
committed a similar —— 25 on a young woman. 
There is not a particie doubt that he was 
guilty of the assault on Mrs. Rains. The resort 
to summary vengeance is deprecated by the 
more law-abiding and peaceful members of the 
community, but the act is highly commended by 
nine-tenths of the whole ole people inthe county.

Prohibition in Indiana—A New View of 
the Pending Constitutional Amend- 
ment, 

Special Dabutch to The Chicago Zridwne. * 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.—The trouble which the 
temperance people of Ohio are having with the 
no-license clause of their State Constitution 

(which, having been anxious to get into their 

organic law, they are now quite as anxious to 

get out of it again) has suggested that a similar 
difficuity awaits the prohibitionists of Indiana 
in the event of the passage of the pending con- 
stitutional amendment. The no-license clause 
of the Ohio Constitution has resulted in making 
the truffic in intoxicating liquors in that State as 
tree as the traffic in any other commodity, and 
even ties the bands of the Legislature so that 
they cannot impose a tax upon the liquor busi- 
ness. Itisthe opinion of competent lawyers 
who have given attention to the subject that the 
pending prohbibitory amendment in this State will, 
if adopted, operate very similarly to the Ohio one; 
that is, that, instead of prohibiting the sale of 
liquor, it would make it absolutely free. The 
amendment, it is true, provides that the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors of all 
kinds, except for specified uses, shall be probib- 
ited; but it provides for no penalty in case the 
law is violated, and without a penalty the law 
woula of course be totally i tive. The 
adoption of the amendment would repeal! all ex- 
isting license laws, and the liquor traffic would 
be absolutely free until the slature could 
be couvened and pass a prohibitory law as con- 
templated by the amendment. That might be

The views of the latter 
were loudly trumpeted and the voices of 
the former completely drowned. It was 
arousing. The only non-union man allowed to 
have his way was a Polander, who spoke in his 
native language. He was probably understood 
by half-a-dozen peuple, but was vociferously 
cheered by the 5,000 men present. The members 
of the Amalgamated Association were bold lu 
their warning to noun- union men. The latter 
were told that the tnill- managers would be com- 
pelied in time to yield to the strikers, and when 
that occurred “Newburg would uot be large 
enough to hold the cowards who pow go to 
work.” This was said io a tone that showed an 
undercurrept of deep bitterneas. While the 
geveral feeling is that trouble is lable to occur 
atany time after the attempt is made to start 
the milis, it is not expected to come immedlate- 
ly. The strikers have great confidence in their 
strength, and believe the milis cannot long be 
operated without their assistance.

All Building Operations at Cincinnati 
Suspended on Account of the Strikes.

They have 
theretore concluded to postpove “building tin 
another year, and it is now too late to change 
their plans in respect. The result is that 
all kinds of mechanics who work on buildings 
will be soon out of work and remain 
rest of the season.

“ARVING WOODEN FIGURES 


Made and the Uses They 
Are Put To—Down-East Craft Cling- 
ing to the Old-Style Figureheacs. 

New York Times. 

In the top loft ofa building down on the 
East River front, the other day, a man was 
bending over a log of wood. He chopped, 
and chiseled, and gouged, and cut until the 
shapeless block began to assume form. It 
was the beginning of a piece of work that 
the toiler said would take a week and a half 
to finish. The man had started to fashion a 
mermaid out of the wood, which was 
to serve as the figurehead of a 
schooner. When the day was ended 
the rough outlines of an object that possibly 
might have been taken fora siren of the sea 
appeared, but the task before him had only 
just begun, The carving of wooden figures 
is not a new art, but it is one in which so 
few persons are engaged that little is known 
of the methods of the carvers. The figures 
are mostly used for eigar-stands. Some are 
employed in clothing-houses as models to 
show suits, and circuses adorn their gilded 
chariots with them. Time was when 
no vessel sailed without a figure at 
its head. Every whaler had old Neptune, 
a mermaid, or a jolly Jack Tar, or some 
other design at her bows to be washed by the 
ocean spray. No fishing-smack was too small 
to be without a figurehead of some sort. But 
the good old days when abnormally-shaped 
figureheads distinguished the ships have 
passed. Only he Down-East ” ship-build- 
ers cling to the custom. Modern craft built 
elsewhere are sent out with carved bows, 
perhaps, but no figurehead appears. Now 
and then on a private yacht constructed for 
pleasure will be seen a figure too artistic in 
its outlines, however, to suit the oid sailor. 

‘The wood for figures, no matter what 
use they are put to, is white pine. The butt- 
end of a Hew spar serves the purpose best and 
is generally used. When green the wood 
cuts much easier than when dry, and is not 
so liable to split. The carving is mostly 
done by the eye. Chalk or pencil lines 
are drawn on the log in making 
general contour. if the _ figure 
is that of a man or woman, it is made 
eight times the length of the head. Ordinari- 
ly the image is one solid block of wood, but 
if the arm ts extended a separate piece is put 
on so that the grain will run the rignt way to 
prevent its breaking off. Regular carvers’ 
tools are employed, such as chisels, gouges, 
and the like. It takes from a week to a 
month of steady work to make a figure, and 
the prices of images range from $50 
to $250, according to their size A 
mermaid three and a half feet high costs 
$100. The tug-boats mount eagies on their 
pilot-houses. These are worth from $40 to 
875. Figures have been known to last for 200 
years, but the average life is twenty-five 
years. Ifa thick coat of paint is kept on 
them they will last much longer than if neg- 
lected. ‘The paint closes up the checks and 
eracks and prevents decay to a great extent. 
The figures are fastened to ships’ bows with 
bolts. There are only four or tive places in New 
York where the figures are carved. When 
a reporter of the Times entered a shop on 
South street the first thing that his eyes fell 
upon was a counterfeit presentment of the 
late Samuel PicKwick iu wood, life size. His 
hands were under his coat-talls and a big 
fob was suspended from his watch-pocket. 
A workman had throwu his hat on the old 

eutieman’s bald head, and it hung over his 
eft ear, giving Pickwick an air which recalled 
his adventure with cold punch and veal and 

ham The proprietor of the shop, a 

bright-eved, pleasant-faced man, deftly. cut 

an ear on a figure us he remarked that the 
business of making figure-heads in New 

York had nearly died out. He found plenty 

to do, however, in executing fancy carving 

on yachts and other craft. Carving and 
scroll-work had taken the place of images, 
and no vessel left the stocks without more or 
less work of this sort on it. \ 

In a shop in Canal street a number of men 
were at work on cigar-signs. Some were 
carving and others were painting. There 
were Indians painted in all the colors of the 
rainbow, plantation groes, “girls of the 
period,” Princes and Princesses. This the 
proprietor said was his briskeseason. There 
are a great many styles of cigar-signs. A 
“fly” figure is one with an arm extended, 
a “rosebud” isasquaw with a resebud in 
her hand, and a scout“ is an Indian with 
his hand shading his eye and looking away 
in the distance. ‘Then there are figures 
representing Capt. Jack, Sitting Bull, Sam- 
bo, “Solid Comfort,” Scotch girl, and a 
dozen other designs. The greatest demand 
is now and always has been for Indian fig- 
ures. One flerce brave with uplifted toma- 
hawk stands ready to brain the first person 
who approaches, while another just as gor- 
geous mildly cleuches a package of cigars. 
A “Spanish Grandee,”’ as it is called, isrobed 
in rich-ideking garments, and holds a big 
cigar between his fingers. Cigar-signs are 
cheaper than figure-heads for the most part. 
The work on them is not fine, except in some 
eases, and one can usually be finished in a 
week. The prices run from $25 to $75. 

There are some famous wooden figures in 
the city, and none more so than the original 
“Old sim Crow.“ which is now doing serv- 
ice in an up-town hotel. It has been owned 
by a dozen establishments, and has quite a 
history. “Old Jim Crow” was cut more 
than forty years ago by “Charley” Dodge, 
long since dead. The figure was brought 
down to a Canal street shop lately 
for repairs. A new foot was put on, 
a missing ear was supplied, a piece 
chipped off the cheek was replaced. 
the dilapidated hat was reconstructed, a 
fresh coat of paint was applied, and Old 
Jim Crow” emerged looking as good as new. 
An Indian that had been standing in front 
of a cigar-store for four years and had suf- 
fered hard usage was in the shop when the 
reporter visi it. Abroken nose had been 
mended, and several other defects remedied, 
and the workmen were painting it. 
The Indian fairl shone in red, 
wiiite, blue, black, gold, and green. In one 
corner stood the figure of a Parncisco-di-Ri- 
mini young man with his hair banged. A 
colored person next to him was pufling at a 
cigar. An old straw hat was thrown back 
on his head and his garments were covered 
with patches. Punch was standing against 
the wall near Uncle Sam, and not far off, in 
a partially completed condition, was a grin- 
ning clown. iness of rejuvenating 
the figures Is about as large as that of mak- 
ing new ones. A great many new designs 
appear every year, but hone appear to be so 
popular as Indian. 

The golden chariots which the gnyly- 
caparisoned steeds draw in circus processions 
have made business fer the carvers. Stand- 
ing out in bold relief on the chariots are 
figures of gods and goddesses and beasts and 
birds. When made to be placed on the sides 
of the chariots half figures are carved, but 
when they are to be placed on the corners 
the complete figures are formed and after- 
ward cut out iu the backs to fit. The heads 
of elephants, tigers, lions, and other animals 
are used frequently. One shopin New York 
last winter eut forty figures, costing from 
$25 to $100 each, for a circus. Not long 
ago a New York museum ordered a 
body without the head. When it 
was compl the wax head of a 
dis ished statesman was put on 
it. hen the — had grown tired of the 
statesman the head of Santa Claus was sub- 
stituted and the figure dressed acvordingly. 
The wooden body was made to serve for 
every kind of head. Firstit was robed in 
broadcloth and then in tawdry. In a Broad- 
way clothing-hoase is the wooden figure of 
an Enelish lackey dressed in the conven- 
tional livery.

A RELIGIOUS SCANDAL. 


The Mothe®Superior of a Rochester 
Convent Summarily Dismissed—Vari- 
ous Rumors as to the Cause—-A Very 
Prominent One Found iu the Allega- 
tions of Certain Minors Concerning the 
Expeuditure of Moneys Leit for Their 
Bene fit, 

St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

Rocursrn, N. V., June 2.—Much speculation 
is rife among the Roman Catholic laity of this 
city as to the reasons for which Bishop McQuaid 
has just deposed Mother Stanislaus, Superior of 
Nazareth Convent, important religious and 
educational institu of Rochester. An elec- 
tion was beld to give tormal expression 
of the convent’s community upon the sub- 
ject, and the Sisters claim that every vote, 
180 in all, was cast for the re@iection of Sister 
Stanislaus, but the Bishop declared he would 
have a change, for good and sufficient reasons to 
him kuown, and, contrary to the wishes of the 
nuns, and iu the face of open rebellion on their 
part, he appointed Sister Agnes, who Has been a 
member of the order here for twelve years, as 
head of the convent. It appéars that the con- 
vent is a branch of the Sisters of St. Josephof St. 
Louis, and the Bishop allowed it to be estab- 
lished here with the understanding that he should 
have the supreme control of its affairs in this 
diocese, Bishop McQuaid prior to this sent 
away the Christiau Brothers and all the Sisters 
of Charity, with the exception of a few inde- 
pendent members of the order at St. Mary's Hos- 
pital, because they would not submit to him. 

Sister Stanisiaus is a half-sister of Dennis 
Leary, a Democratic Rochester politician now 
aWaiting trial on a charge of causing his botei 
to be set on fire. She entered the order at 
Canandaigua when but 15 years of age, and is 
now 4. In 1864 shesestablished the Orphan 
Boys’ Home in this city. In the same year she 
became Superior of Nazareth Convent. Your 
correspondent was assured by a Sister of the 
order that there was mucn feeling between the 
Sistersand the Bishop over the removal. The 
end may not be yet. 

The deposed Superior, accompanied by Sister 
Cecelia, a member who is in open rebellion, 
have left for St. Louis. The Bishop is out of 
town today, and,“ therefore, his side of the 
story cannot be obtained. At this writing 
your correspondent has, however, discovered 
a litigation iu the Surogate’s Court which, like 
a straw which telis the wuy the wind blows, may 
throw aray of light upou the subject. Daniel 
Hughes, a well-to-do contractor and a devout 
Catholic, died in 1871 leaving a will, which he 
signed upon his death-bed, containing the fol- 
lowig rather curious provisions: After all my 
lawfui debts are paid, | bequeath to my execu- 
tors all my property, real and personal, in trust 
for the use and purposes hereinafter expressed: 

“2. And I hereby empower and direct my ex- 
ecutors, as soon after my death as may be em- 
venient, to take possession of all my property, 
and to convert the real estate into money, and 
the whole amount of the real and personal 
property to pay over and deliver to Sister Stau- 
isiuus ary, of St. Patrick's Female Orphan 
Asylum, Rochester, or to her successor, toche 
expended by her for the support, clothing, 
maintenance, and education of my cbildren, 
Emma, Lizzie, Annie, and Henry Vincent 
Hughes, until they severally arrive at the age 
of 21 years, or until said fund is exhausted, 
leaving all things in relation to the management 
of said fund and the amount and manner of ex- 
penditure — in the discretion of said Sis- 
ter Stanislaus or ber successor; and I further di- 
rect that said Sister Stanislaus be and she is 
hereby appointed general guardian of my chil- 
dren until they severally arrive at the age of 21 
years, and as such guardian she is auth rized to 
take under her care and control in said orphan 
asylum all my said children. If any of my said 
children absent themselves from said asyium at 
any time without her permission, or disregard 
or disobey the rules and regulations, then such 
child or children shall forfeit their right to an 
portion of the fund hereby created, which sh 
be applied to the others.” 

The fund baving some time ago been declared 
“exhausted” the children ask for an account- 
ing, and have filed sworn objections to the ac- 
counts of Sister Stanislaus, furnished after re- 
peated urging, from which the following allega- 
tions are taken: 

Tue children allege that the counting is erro- 
neous, because Vincent is charged with $1,300 
for beard, clothing, and tuition at St. Mary's 
Asylum, when during a large portion of that 
time he was put out to work by the Mother Su- 
perior, earning a large amount in excess of a 
reasonabie amount for board. Practically, the 
same charge is brought by Emma, who ia addi- 
tion contests an item of $322 paid to the Home 
of Industry without warrant or voucber. Lizzie 
claims that she is overcharged for board, and 
contests an item of $208 paid to the Home of In- 
dustry, as she supported herseif by ber own in- 
dustry while in the house. Anna aileges that the 
account agaiast her should not be charged with 
the value of her services while at work under 
Sister Stanisiaus’ direction in the House 
of the Good Shepherd at LButfaio, ana 
also the value of her services for two years 
while‘hired out to work ata Mr. Wheaton’s, at 
Niagara Falis, for which she claims $40. The 
contestants reserve the right to make their ob 
jections more definit, and to interpose objec- 
tions of a gruver nature. It is claimed by rei- 
utives that in return for several thousand dollars 
placed in the Superior’s hands the children re- 
ceived practically nothing. While Lizzie was at 
Buffalo her growa- up brothers, not included in 
the will, did not know of her whereabouts, and 
demanded to know where she was kept. They 
finally learued where she was and brought her 
home, claiming that the place where she was 
engeged bas not the best reputation in 
the world. It is alleged that the boy Vin- 
cent was not supplied with proper clothing: 
that often when cuming home to his elder 
brother's he would show them by the names 
marked inthe ciothes that they belonged to 
other boys in the usylum, and weregiven him to 
wear while on his visit bome to make a good im- 
pression. While in the institution, and while 
bard at work for his guardian, he was so meanly 
clad, itis ciaimed, that all the clothes he wore 
eould be bought for a few cents. 

Much bitter feeling exists against the Mother 
Superior, among those whoare conversant with 
the facts in the case, and much more ie said than 
they will consent to make make public. The 
case furnishes, perhaps, one of the reasons why 
Bishop McQuaid deposed the Mother Superior. 
A rumor to the effect that she lent the money to 
ber brother without security is denied. The 
case will be tried before Charles M. Williams, 
referee. 


The Vineyards of California, 
San Francisco Bulletin. 

The increase in the size of ‘Vineyards is re- 
markable. Four years ago a plautauon of 200 
acres was considered a very iarge vineyard. 
Now vineyards of 500 to 000 acres are common, 
and there has this year been planted one of 1.500 
acres near Los Angeles. An experienced viti- 
culturist gives it as his opinion that before three 
years we shall bave vineyards of 5,000 to 6,000 
acres each. The present total number of acres 
under vines, he conjectures, is about 100.000, all 
of which will be bearing four years from now, 
with a possible production of 40,009,000 to 50. 
000,000 gallous yearly. 

The price of wines at the vineyards varies ac- 
cording to quality of grape and the location of 
production. Must, or new wines, four months 
after Vintage, selis at 20 to 50 cents a galion for 
dry wines, red or white. Sweet wines at the cel- 
lars range from 55 to 75 cents a Fallon. To this 
must be added six to six and one-balf cents a 

lion for the cask hoiding the wine. The price 

u the city is the same, with freight charges 
added. Last year’s viatage produced 9,000,000 
galions, but more than one-third was destroyed 
through frosts. 

There ig no recent improvement in the art of 
making wine or in wioe-making machinery. 
The outiook for the next year’s crop is very 
good, but last year’s pricesfor grapes will not 
be maintained for the reason that the cellars of 
San Francisco are full, and prices at the Atian- 
tic States are too low for transportation thither.

A FIGHTING OCTOPUs. 


The Adventures of Some Boys at Nassau, 
in the West Indies. 
‘ Golden Days. . 

The octopus is, without doubt, the most dis- 
agreeable creature to be met with in the ocean. 
They are found in nearly all waters, trom the 
coast of Maine iu and on the borders of the 
Gult-stream to the cold waters of the North 
Pacific Ocean. Imagine a bag of flesh, over 
which waves of color are constantly sweeping, 
and from which eight arms radiate tike the 
arms of a gigantic spider, their under sides 
lined with sharp suckers, and between them, 
where they join the body, two parrot-like bills. 
On each side of the lower part of the bag put 
two flerce green or yellow eyes, give the whole 
mass a tremulous momon, and you have a gen- 
eral idea of the appearance of the octopus, a 
second cousin of the giant squid. la size 
they range from a foot across upward. 
Thw suckers on the arms are so many air- 
pumps, so that when they are pressed upon the 
body a piston-like arrangement exbausts the 
air, and the suction presses (in many kinds) a 
sharp, “ saw-edged,” bony plate, or ring, into 
the tlesh, making bu of terrible wounds. 

In the Babama Islands these auimais are very 
common, and of tou of great size, aud their capt- 
ure affords considerabie sport to the winter 
visitors at these isles of summer. largest 
octopus ever caugbt here was found upon the 
beach at Nassau, according to Prof. B. G. 
Wilder, by Mr. J. S. Geo Each arm imeas- 
ured five feet, and the entire monster weighed 
nearly 300 pounds. 

Several years ago @ party from New York 
spent the winter at Nassau, and the boys—for 
there were four or five—hbad a lively encounter 
with the octopus. They had a fine cedar boat 
fitted for their benefit; her bow and stern were 
decked over and formed airtight compartments, 
while a row of airtight cans extended around 
under the seats 80 t their oratt would float 
when full of water—a fact tested on many an 
occasion. . .

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SERVANTS 


Here and in Bagland—Differences in 
the Treatment, Their Work, and Their 
Wages— Why English Servants Do Not 
Like America. 

American. 

Ina recent article condemnatory of vails to 
servants, a New York contemporary aliuded to 
the low rate of remuneration for domestic serv- 
ice in England as being an excuse which could 
not be pleaded here for the tipping practice. 
Wages there do not, it is true, average nearly so 
high us they do here; but they are higher there 
than in any other European couutry, and 
the wages of upper servants and of cooks 
would compare favorably even with those 
here. Besides this, it is fairto add that the 
condition of servaats in gentiemen’s families 
there is, for the must part, decidedly superior to 
that in houses.of the same class here. A sig- 
nificant proof of this is found in the fact that 
good English servants, with the exception of 
grooms, rare care to come here. We have 
Irish, Germans, Swedes, Italians in plenty, but 
few English. A wealthy New-Yorker who im- 
ports his man-seryants direct from England., 
after most careful inquiry as to character, can 
rarely get them to stay more than a couple of 
fears. They miss what are to them the joys of 
ife. 

There is, in fact, no doubt that an English man- 
servant coming here, while he guins in money, 
loses in ali cise, In first piace, duties are 
usually exacted from him which in England 
are performed by women, and which he de- 
spises as women’s work. He is expected 
to sweep a room and wash doorsteps, tasks 
from which his soul recoils. Then ne has 
to do twice as much work as he would bave to 
do at home; for the first thing which an En- 
glishman notices in an American household, 
even of the wealthiest grade, is what seems to 
him the extraordinary small number of serv- 
ants,and the en jliotes condition in which 
the houses of magr.rich men are when taken a 
little by surprise. A visitor to New York, going 
to leave a letter of introduction at the ho 
a very fashionable millionaire in Madison 
square, rang twice before the door was opened 
by a dirty drab of a charwoman, wbo imprinted 
her soapsudsy autograph on his card, willst she 
left him standing in the to his indigua- 
tion and amazement. Nor is (ais so extreme a 
case a8 many might imagine. A lady living in 
the wealthiest and most fashionable New York 
society says that if the houses on Fifth av- 
enue, if she should‘ehance to cali on a non-vis- 
iting day, the estab! t would probably be 
in this sort of deshabille. 

People who in England would keep at least a 
dozen servants, here have four, or at most six, 
and the work is apt to fall very heavily, when 
much company is kept, on a single-handed maid- 
servant; be is continually interrupted and taken 
off his work.

It has even 
been asserted—but no; the story is too dreadful 
aone to repeat, though it would delight the 
hearts of all those ouns in French Convents 
who are piously (and mendaciously) told that the 
Queen of England is a Cotholic at heart. What 
is true is that a renowned ecciesiastic of the 
Roman communion (who has effected more 
noble ana bonorable conversions than any man 
living) was once asked whether any member of 
royal family bad ever shown feelings of sympa- 
thy with the ancient faith. None,” be sor- 
rowfully replied, “with a single exception.” 
Hut even in this case one suspects the wish to 
have been father to the thought.

BEDS AND BEDSTEADS. 


Improvements Made in Them in Recent 
Years—The History of Bedsteads—The 
Elizabethan Bed—French Beds and 
Brass Bedsteads—Quilts and Pillow- 
shams. 


“ Uneasy,” says Shakspeare, “lies the head 
that wears a crown,” but, unfortunately, royalty 
has no manopoly of sleeplessness. Perhaps the 
“ perfumed chambers of the great and the 
canopies of costiy state added irritation 
to the persistent refusal of Morpheus to 
wrap the royal sufferer in siumber, but 
sleep will not alwavs come at the call even 
of thuse whose pallet-bed he envied.

The present 
generation is too wise, too fully alive to the ob- 
jection of clésed-in bedsteads and stuffy cur- 
tains to tolerate them for personal use, yet it is 
a serious question whether they were fraught 
with much more injurious effects than the fold- 
ed bedstead which the crowded condition of 
cities popularizes today. Ornamenting the bed 
is almost as old a custom as sleeping in it.

THE TURKISH COMMISSION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 4.—Besides Dervisch 
Pasha, Commissioner, and Lebib Bey, Assistant 
Commissioner, Ahmed Essad Effendi, Second 
Assistant Commissioner, and Vilmy Bey, attaché 
to the commission, have sailed for Cairo. All 
foreign Ambassadors were summoned to the 
Porte last evening and informed of the dispateh 
of the commission, with the object of endeavor- 
ing to effect a reconciliation between the 
Kbedive and Arabi Pasha and restore order. 

LORD DUFFERIN, 
the British Minister, telegraphed Ear! Granville 
that, in view of the Suitan’s action in sending a 
commission to Egypt.a postponementof the 
conference was desirable. 
RUSBIA 
accepts the invitation to the conference. 
NO CONFERENCE NEEDED. 

The Porte has sent a circular to its representa- 
tives abroad expressing the opinion that the 
conference is no longér called for, since the com- 
mission sent to Egypt will suffice to restore 
order. 


A MUTUAL ARRANGEMENT.

FRANCE. 
VICTOR HUGO’S LATEST DRAMA. 
Spectal Cable. 

Paris, June 4—The publication of Victor 
Hugo's latest, and some say finest, drama, 
Torquemada.“ has been the literary event of 
the week. There is a Sbhaksperean grandeur 
and power in this most original and noble work. 
The poet has not taken the vuigar view of the 
stern founder of the Inquisition, arguing that 
no human being could have been so fiendishly 
cruel as Torquemada for mere love of cruelty. 
He has assumed that bis monstrous and pitiless 
hero was an honest but deiuded fanatic, who 
sincerely believed that by burning the bodies of 
his victims he was doing God good service and 
saving them from 

THE TORMENT OF ETERNAL FIRE. 

The play which he has evolved from this strik- 
ing central idea is worthy of the author of 
“ Hernani,” but several of the roles are so over- 
powering that, putting aside the poet's own dis- 
inclination to dave it played in his lifetime, 
Torquemada has little chance of being put 
upon the boards of any theatre for many years 
to come. Jules Claratie, in bis weekly chronique 
in the Tempa, tells us that Victor Hugo's draw- 
ers are filed with unpublished MSS. Notably, 
be says, be knows they contain a one-act mod- 
ern drama, “La Faim,” third part of he Le- 
gende des Siecies,” an epic poem, “La Fin de 
Satan,” and a volume of political satires en- 
titled Les Annees Fulestes.” Thisis good news 
for the admirers of Victor Hugo. 

THE GREAT RACE,

Paris, June 4.—The Bois de Boulogne was 
looking its vary best today. The weather was 
neither too hot nor too cold, while a slight 
shower which fell early in the mornmg had 
given a spring-like freshness to the soft verdant 
landscapes. The eye wandered with delight from 
the green slopes of Longchamps and Mendon to 
.the pretty faces and toilete with which the 
course was studded. All the belles, petites, and 
actresses, and la mode in Faris had brought out 
their Summer finery, and never, perhaps, even 
in the days of the Empire, bas the enceinte du 
pesage presented a more brilliant appearance. 
Fiowered Watteau and Pompadour costumes in 

SATIN ANDQCOSTLY MUSLIN 
seemed to be in great favor with the demi- 
monudaines. Shaded silks, trimmed with Spanish 
ace and elaborately flounced, were worn by 
many of the charming rivais in 
society. The Presidential tribune was 
the saddest spot in “the picture. 
Mme. Grévy and the ladies of ner entourage 
affected a republican simplicity which no doubt 
did credit to them in one way, but which cer- 
tainly did neither themselves nor their dress- 
makers credit in another. Mme. Grévy, who 
was seated on the left of her husband. wore a 
very plain black satin dress and a light bonnet.

on the President's right—showy sky-blue satin 
and bonuet to match trimmed with pearis. Her 
Most Catholic Majesty, by the way, drove 
down to Longchamps in great style in 
her open baroucbe and pair with an outrider in 
royal scariet and gold livery. She quite put 
every one eise’s turnout in the shade, except, 
perhaps, that of the Spanish Ambassador, the 
Duke of Ferman Nunez.

President Grévy. Marshal MacMahon and the 
Due de Larochefoucould might have been seen 
strolling about close by, while a little further on 
in a cluster were Henry Rochefort, Coquelin 
Aine, and Max Strakosch.

THE NET VALUE OF THE STAKES 
is 167,700 francs, including 10,000 franes given to 
the second horse, and 5,000 francs to the third. 
This ig the first time that Archer has won the 
Grand Prix. His victory was greeted with pa- 
triotio cheers from the English, and soon after 
the vast crowd began to break up anda general 
move was made for Paris. 

For several seasons past there has been a 
marked falling eff in the quality of French 
horses, and the hundreds and thousands of Paris 
holidayrmakers who thronged the beautiful 
race-course and the surrounding bois this after- 
noon brought few illusions with them as to the 
question of defeat or vietory.

THE RACE WAS OF ONLY MINOR IMPORTANCE 
to the vast majority. Most of the spectators 
came down to enjoy the fresh air and admire the 
dresses, Many came afoot, scorning to truckle 
to those knavish tyrants, the cochers de 
flacre, who as usual were exorbitant 
in their demands. Some chose a cooler route by 
the river, and, not afraid of yielding to the se- 
ductive offers of the enterprising speculator, 
bad paid 26 francs fora ride to Long champs 
and back, a good degeuner, a seat in one of tha 
stands, a glass Ot champagne, and various 
things, including that best and most desired of 
things at Long champs, the straight tip. 

FORMER CONTESTS. 

It is now just nineteen years since the memor- 
able afternoon when the first race for the 
Grand Prix was won. [It was won by an 
English borse, ridden by an English 
jockey, sporting English colors. Since 
that time nineteen races fur the French 
blue ribbons have been contes Nine times 
the native champions have triumphed, and their 
British rivals have been successful eight times. 
Till quite tately no competitor of any other 
nationality has been audacious enough co 
JOIN ISSUES WITH THE WESTERN POWERS 
but afew years back a Hungarian horse, halt 
English to be sure dy the right of 
long residence, gallantiy entered the Long 
Champs lists and carried off the coveted 
prize after baving defeated the English crack 
racerg a few days previously at Epsom. Once 
againgas no American need to be reminded, 
fortufie favored a foreign outsider. The victory 
of Mr. Keene’s Foxhall is fresh in the memories 
of all. It was at the moment fondly hoped that 
the dashing achievement might today be re- 
peated. 

ROMEO. 

Mr. Keene’s Romeo bad for a couple of days 
many admirers, and was backed for a place by 
several knowing ones and by a number of 
patriotic Americans, who fancied they had a 
considerable claim to be classed high in that 
category. The betting, however, in the un- 
certainty as to the arrival or non-arrival of Mr, 
Evans Marden, steadily favored Mr. Rymill’s 
representative Bruce, who so lamentably dis- 
appointed public expectation in the Derby. 

FRENCH STABLES 

have lately been singularly unfortunate, M. 
Aumont’s mare, Mile. de Senlis, winner 
of the Prix de Diane, not having 
been enterd, while Baron de Kothschild's 
crack racer Barbe Bleue and M. Lefevre's colt 
Comte Alfred bave been scratched. The only 
horse believed to have bad a chance of trying 
the Longehamps course was Comte de La- 
grange’s Dandin, a poor performer enough, 
though in the Chantilly Derby ne managed to 
run à dead heat for first place with St. James. 

TRE GRAND PRIX DE PARIS. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Panis, June 4.—The Grand Prix de Paris for 
%-year-olds, colts and fillies, mile and seven 
furlongs, run today, was won by Bruce, Fenelon 
second, Alhambra third. Keene’s Romeo met 
with an accident this morning, and in conse- 
quence did not run. The winner of the race is 
an English horse, and was ridden by Arcber. 
Bight horsés started, inciuding Dictateur II. 
Bruce held position in the centre until rounding 
the last bend, when be made bis effort and won 
easily by halfa length. Fenelon was a neck 
ahead of Alhambra. Dictateur Il. was a bad 
fourth. 

THE PRIX DE LA VILLE DE PARIS

GREAT BRITAIN. 
COMING RACING EVENTS.

LONDON, June 4.—The principal racing meet- 
ing during the current week will be that at 
Ascot, which will begin on Tuesday and 
continue on the three following days. Thurs- 
day will be a strong American day, as it is 
now deemed a certainty by nearly all 
the sporting prophets that nothing entered for 
the Goid Cup can beat Mr. Keene's Foxball. It is 
also conceded that if he runs for the Alexandria 
Piate (about three mites) on Friday he will win 
it, altbough the Feld names the Duke of Beau- 
fort’s Petronel as the probable winner, Bell's 
Life dividing Ks opinion between Foxhall and 
Petrone! to the surprise of many. There is some 
talk that Foxhall may run for 

THE HARDWICK STAKES 
on Friday, which is worth a great deal more 
money than the Alexandra, and the distance is 
not nearly so great. The added money 
to the Alexandra is £1,000, while the amount 
added to the Hardwick is £2,000, the 
distance being a mile and a half, and up 
hill nearly all the way; but in both races Fox- 
ball will dave to carry 126 pounds. Snould Fox- 
ball start for the Hardwick, the /Fied 
and Sportsman name bim as the winner, 
Bell's Life dividing between Foxhall and Mr.

PETROLEUM. 

Caucurra, June 4.—Great excitement prevails 
regarding the order issued by the Secretary of 
State for India for the immediate repeal of the 
petroleum act of 1881, and the substitution 
therefor of a new act allowing the importation 
of any oli subject to the order of the Viceroy of 
India. The Indian Secretary's otder is caused 
by the arrival of several cargoes of inferior oil, 
which bas been seized by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Bengal. The Chamber of Commerce 
has presented an address to the Government 
strongly deprecating the measure. The Indian 
Government will take a week to consider the 
subject.

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A FAMOUS LIGHTHOUSE, 


With the History of Which Many a 
Thrilling Varn Is Connected. 
London Standard, May . 

The new Eddystone Lighthouse was formally 
inaugurated by the Duke of Edinburg yester- 
day. Wind and weather favored the ceremonial, 
and the speech of the Duke was peculiarly ap- 
propriate in ite sailorlike brevity and concise- 
ness. Indeed, his work yesterday was but the 
natural conclusion of that which he began near- 
ly three years ago, when be laid the first stone 
of the superstructure which forms the successor 
of the Pharos raised by Smeaton. The Eddystone 
Light is an important link in the chain of beacons 
that circle our coast, not only owing to its 
value in warning vessels of the dangerous 
reef on which it is built, but a8 a guide to ships 
desirous of navigating a straight course up and 
down the channel. Hence, though it would be 
cheaper, and in some respects advisabie, to 
blast away the rocks rather than rear another 
lighthouse, the Elder Brethren of the Trinity 
House resolved, for the reasons mentioned, that 
this course should not be taken. But apart 
trom its technical importance, the Eddystone is 
famous for the romantic episodes of its early 
history. Indeed, it may in this respect compete 
with the storied bell which the monks of Aber- 
brotheck tied to the rock on which Sir Ralph 
the Rover met with poetic retribution. Two 
hundred 9 ago the Eddystone Keef was the 
dread of éailors. Every seaman who came 
from Piymouth knew it, and many a mariner 
who had cruised in Drake's track around 
the worid, and had taken tithe of the 
rich cities along the Spanish Main, eank almost 
in sight of bis dome when, incautiously or 
through jll-iuck, be was driven against this wo- 
ful reef. In 1006 lighthouses were few, rude, 
and ineffective. In most cases they were littie 
better than beacon-fires, and, as they had to run 
rivairy with the treacherous ones blazing in the 
interest of wreckers, were often of more harm 
than good. Accordingly, when Henry Winstan- 
ley, a retired London mercer, began his crazy 
tower on the Eddystone Reef. de was not un- 
naturall rded as a Wiid enthusiast. When 
we read of the wooden building, with its fan- 
tastic ornaments in the shape of wooden can- 
dies, its gallery for discharging stones on 
an enemy, its gilded staje-rooms, and other 
absurdities, it is dard t believe that 
th linendraper’s costly toy was se- 

intended for a structure to bear 

the waves. But Winstaniey was 

confident in its strength, and being caught 
inside it on the night of the great storm of 1703, 
perished in the building which was at once the 
mouument of bis pride, his humanity, and nis 
fo The next lighthouse, erected in 1708, was, 
euriousiy enough, also the work of a London 
mercer—one John Rudyard, who, however, was 
wiser in his day and generation than his Guiid 
brother, for he divided his responsibility with a 
* stock — In less than fifty years 
udyard’s tower fell a victim, not like Winstan- 
ley’s, to wind and water, but to fre—an element 
from which one might have imagined it would 
have been in little danger. Then came the mas- 
sive work of John Smeaton, into which was iu 
fused all the engineering skill of the age, and 
what wisdom Lord oy wee and the Royal 


Society could impart te ir associate. Smeat- 
ton’s tower bore the brut of many a storm, and 
might have Stood many a one yet to come had 
not a committee vf the Trinity House re- 
ported against the stability of its founda- 
tion, and consequently against its safety. Mr. 
Dougiass was then commissioned to build a sub- 
stitute, which should be au improvement on its 
predecessor in shape, apparatus, and site. In 
every respect it is worthy of the claim. It is to 
be regretted that the position of the Eddystone 
Reef renders it impossible to employ either gus 
or electricity as the lighting medium. But alto- 
gether the new light will be a vast »mprovement 
over the old one, and as Smeaton’s buiiding is to 
be reGrected on Plymouth Hoe, bard by the spot 
where, as Commodore Luce recaiied, Drake ana 
Hawkins played bowls before they sailed to 
meet the Spanish Armada, future generations 
will be enabled to compare the old structure 
with that which has now taken its place. Smea- 
ton's work, as the Duke of Edinburg very prop- 
erly reminded bis bearers, is today as solid as 
ever it was, and would have been permitted to 
remain had the rock on which it stood been as 
sound as the artifivial one to which it afforded 
an insecure base. 
THE TOWER. 
London Telegraph. May . 

The new tower stands on a rock about forty 

ards distant from it predecessor, and the sur- 

ace of the rock is vp | just above the levei of 
low water. On July F. 1873, the first landing 
upon this platform was made, and from that day 
until yesterday the work, arrested of course for 
a few weeks during the most stormy mooths of 
winter, has proceeded to completion without 
damage to life or limb. The result is that m- 
stead of Smeaton's tower, seventy-eight feet 
bigh, containing rather less than 1. tons of 
stone, containing five stories, and lighted, unti! 
the present century, by five-and-twenty tallow 
candles, we bave now a fairy structure 100 feet in 
hight, consisting of 4,668 tons of masonry,contain- 
ing nine stories, and lighted by Dougiass’ six-wigk 
concentric burners. In Smeaton's day the - 
lumination was produced by twenty-five can- 
dies arranged on a chandelier, with no reflector 
to aid them. Eariy im the present century 
twenty-five oll-lamps with reflectors took the 
place of the Candies, and in 1545 Nesnel's diop- 
tric system, producing one — ceutral flame 
with its rays magnified and refracted—that is to 
say, bentinthe direction required—superseded 
the Argand iam The two lamps of Mr. 
Dougiass, of which on ordinary occasions but 
one is used, give a combined illuminating pow- 
er of a quarter of a million of candies, or, in 
Mr. Price Bdward’s words, “about 6,000 times 
the intensity of the original candlelight of 
Smeaton’s time.“ It may readily be imagined 
that a ray so intense, 
from a tower nearly twice as high as that 
of Smeaton, 
ata distance vastly greater than that penetrated 
by its predecessor. In this age of electricity it 
may be asked why the new agent bas not been 
utilized in the latest triumph of lighthouse en- 
gineering; but a moment's reflection will show 
that there is not room in the edifice for the en- 
gines indispensabie to the 8 of elec- 
tricity. The day in all probability is not far dis- 
tant when electric accumulators will be brought 
to such perfection as to suffice for the mainte- 
nance of ligut in a lonely sea-tower for mauy 
weeks in succession; but for the present the 
new Eddystone is lighted by colza or rape-seed 
oil, which is not subject to the dangers insep- 
arable from so inflammable a liquid as petrole- 
um. An important feature in the new fabric is 
added by the two large belle, weighing a couple 
of tons 1 and fixed under the lantern gal- 
lery, to sounded by the same macbinery 
which makes the lamps revolve. 
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Red Clay Pipes. 
Providence (R. I.) Journal. 

The red clay pipe is made in this city at the 
rate of about 20000 000 a year, worth 5 or 10 
cents apiece, or 610.000 to $2, The clay 
comes trom Marthas Vineyard, Governor's 
Island. N. F., and Lake Michigan. Three 
bundred tons are used in a year. The three 
kinds of clays are mixed or ground together. 
A workman with a pile of clay behind bim 
makes from it single roils of clay, each large 
enough to L* a pipe. The next worker places 
tho clay in a pipe mold, runs a wire into the 
stem part, puts under a lever and makes the 
bowl. Fifteen hundred a day are made by one 
man. The moide may be of various desi to 
form the decorated bowl. The latest is the

CONVENTION OF HEBREW AID SOCTETIES. 
New York, June 4—A convention of the 
various Hebrew emigrant aid societies was held 
today to take concerted action for the recep-

tion of the Russian refugees. 
President Henry, of the society in this city, 
called the convention to order. He said since 
December, 1881, $75,158 had been ived, 3,603 
refugees cared for, and about . located. 
But $7,257 remained in the treasuky. A per- 
manent organization was effected by the elec- 
tion of Judge Isaacs as Chairman, Henry Mack, 
of Cincinnati, Vice-Chairman, and Arthur and 
Kursheedt, Secretaries. George 8. Yates, of the

THE FIRM TO CEASE BUSINESS JUNE 30, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 4.—It has been determined 
by the firm of A. T. Stewart & Co. to close up 
their store on June 30. Every effort is being 
made to sell out the stock ou hand, but it is con- 
fidently stated that an immense amount of goods 
will remain unsold when the shutters go down. 
Some arrangements will have to be made to dis- 
pose of these in bulk. Since 200 men were 
charged a fortnight ago. ethers have received 
their dismissals in batches of from twenty to 
fitty. Every branch of the business whose con- 
tinuance was rendered unnecessary by the ap- 
— a bas been summarily 
lopped of. In this way the credit department, 
with its clerks, has been cut adrift. u is 
estimated that about 400 men have already been

By means of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Oom on he wires 
it Will have an entry in Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicugo, and other centres of com- 
merce. It is estimated that the two cables will 
cost $9,000,000. The representative of the com- 
pany is now in New York for the purpose of 
completing the necessary arrangements on this 
side of the Atiantic. It is said that the move- 
ment has the codperation of several well-known 
New York and Boston houses.

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THE NEW PENAL CODE. 


A LAW TO PREVENT WORKMEN FROM SUD- 
DENLY STRIKING. 

New Yor«, June 4.—The trades-unions today 
arranged for a monster muss- meeting to protest 
against the penal code. The roofers and tin- 
smiths are organizing to demand 16 per cent in- 
crease in wages, The new penal code does not 
go into effect until December next. It provides 
for the punishment of persons who break 
their contract of service or hbiriig, know- 
ing that the probable consequences will be to 
endanger persons or valuable property, thus 
tuking cognizance apparently ot strikes, as for 
example: When the workmen mm an iron fur- 
nace agree to quit work just as the moiten 
metal is ready for casting; when compositors on 
a newspaper withdraw at an hour purposely so 
late as to prevent the pre of next day’s 
paper: when railroad bands stop at a fixed time 
along the line of the road, leaving the cars, pas- 
sengers, and freight wherever they may happen 
to be at the moment.

Memorial from the Survivors of the III- 
Fated Steamer Manitoulin. 

’ Special Diepatch to The cage Tribun.e 
Toronto, June 4.—Fifty-two of the survivors 
of the ill-fated steamer Munitoulin have ad- 
dressed a memorial to the Governor-General in 
Council, which contains the following inturma- 
tion. Several valuable suggestions contained in 
the document are worthy of serious considera- 

tion: 

The memorial of the undersigned, late passen- 
gers on the ill-fated steamer Manitoulim. hum- 
biy showeth: That the said steamer caught fire 
on Thureday, the lh day of May. Ise, at 1 
o’ clock p. m., in Manitowaning Bay, Lake Hu- 
ron, within about one mile and a hat of the 
Shore. That the vessel was run ashore, the ma- 
jority of the passengers landed in safety, and 
the whole vessel in flames within fifteen min- 
utes from the first alarm of fire. That an 
attempt was made to lover the boats imme- 
diately when the alarm was sounded, but 
owing to the rapid spread of the flames it was 
possible to lower only the two forward boats, 
which on touching the water were immediately 
swam this being caused partly by the mo- 
tion of the steamer, and partly trom the diffi- 
culty of working the lowering apparatus, which 
was that generally in use on all passenger 
steamers in these waters. That the fire was 
caused by an accident to a glass coal-oil lamp in 
a portion of the engine- room where liguts were 
necessary both day and night. That, owing to 
the failure in properly launching the boats, at 
least eight lives were lost. Tbat in addition. on 
account of the rapid spread of the flames, at 
least three more lives were lost, together 
with ttle Whole cargo, consisting of goods, 
horses, cattie, ete. That, in the opinion 
of your memorialists, no blame can be 
attached to officers and crew of the 
vessel, who acted with the greatest prompti- 
tude and in un manner calculated tosave the 
atest number of lives. That in view ot the 
above facts it is the opinion of your memorial- 
ists that the loss of life and property was 
attributable solely to two causes—namely: 
— the use of a petroleum oi] tor um- 
The highly inflammable char- 
ns oo r th soilrenders K aimost impossible to 
avoid a catastrophe in case of any accident hap- 
ning to the giass lamps containing tt within 
the limited space of the bull and cabins of our 
lake steamers, which are necessarily built of 
7 t and inflammabie timber.

They carefuliy surveyed every building, noted 
their hight, materials, thickuess of walls, and 
other particulars, so as to execute these plans 
with uperring accuracy. established two 
efficient fire patrols, equipped and waiutained 
them at an expense of some $30,000 per annum, 
which has been paid for at the expense of the 
insurance agents and their companies. As the 
result of these measures the new part of the 
city bas been rebuiit with much greater care 
and safety than it otherwise would bave been. 
Not a wooden sign has been left ou top of any 
buiiding, wooden cornices have been substan- 
tially banisbed, and the rates of insurance pre- 
mium have been reduced in exact proportion as 
these precautions have been employed. Under 
these measures Chicago bas prospered to a de- 
gree quite in advance of all precedent. We 
hazard pw. in saying millions of dollars are 
invested in Chicago enterprises today which 
would not bave been trusted here but for the 
confidence inspired by the measures we have 
described. 

It has, however, been matter of regret that in 
the observance of these important ordinances 
there has been a perceptible letting down— 
a growing disregard both of their spirit and 
letter. 

Buildings have been erected, perhaps under 

rmits not intended for just such a8 exist; per- 
— with the promise of incasing in brick, but 
not so incased. Their magnitude excites alarm. 
The twelve-foot rule has not been strictly ad- 
hered to; additional wooden stories hive been 
erected on the tops of wooden buildings pre- 
viously too high for safety. Numerous cases 
exist in all quarters of the city which are de- 
lieved to be in violation of ordinance. And 
when those who desire to erect cheap houses see 
whai they regard as an infringement, and that 
infringement permitted to go unrevuked, they 
paturally reward the ordinance as oppressive to 
them, and thus respect for law ceases. 

The law forbids lumber to be piled on streets 

or sidewalks, and requires all streets to be kept 
open their full width, so that in case of acci- 
dent engines and hose-carts may have free ac- 
cess; and yet it is painfully true that some 
lumber-deaiers so obstruct the streets as that 
in some localities engines could not reach the 
spot. 
— of lumbermen are in such cases led 
to feel that the capitalist who has means enough 
to keep ap a lumber-yard has also means enough 
to treat the law as a dead letter. 

Owners of pilaning-mills permit enormous piles 
of shavings and sawdust to accumulate in quan- 
tities fearful to contemplate. 

In all such cases the public safety is fearfully 
menaced; and unless those having in charge the 
eniorcement of the fire ordinance are more Vigi- 
lant we may at any time be involved in losses 
which can only be estimated by millions. 

The undérsigned have also been informed that 
amendments to the fire ordinance are before 
your bonorable body which propose to permit 
the erection of small wooden bouses where they 
do not exist—viz.: on the vacant lots now open, 
thus establishing a contiguity between tbose 
now existing and destroying the most im- 
portant provision on which we now rely 


tor ublic safety. A few months ago 
the Chicago Evening Journal reported there 
were ninety-four lumber-yards in the 


city containing 467,966,545 teet of lumber and 
timber, 173,758,000 pieces of shingles, 48,755,681 
piects of lath, 2,195,317 feet of pickets, and 67,006 
pieces of cedar posts. We bave tigured it up, 
and tind that there was enougb lumber to make 
a covered pathway (feet wide, l inch thick, and 
22.157 mites long, and shingle it over with pine 
shingles. There * ge as much as that in 
our yards today. eetfect of the permission 
to erect frame houses of any size. however small, 
would be to speedily fill up the vacant ground 
between that vast amount of kindling wood and 
the business portions of the city.

In truth it has less, because it is abun- 
dantly able to take care of itself. It is within 
our province to decline any risk which does not 
meet with our approval, or, if taken, to cancel 
at pleasure. We can advance rates 60 as to be 
commensurate with the risk, or we can with- 
draw when we think sefety requires. But we 

t because the nature of our business leads 
us t@ consider the nature of the hazard of in- 
troducing more frame buildings; and because 
we more readily appreciate the importance pf 
this subject in its relation to the public - 
fare than other men, and, therefore, as good 
citizens, we are bound to give the alarm. We 
protest against the introduction of frame build- 
ings because we are citizens aud property-hold- 
ers, who have made Chicago our home and the 
home of our children. We protest against any 
amendment which shall relax the vigor of the 
ordinance, because unnecessary and against 
public policy. Aud we do further protest against 
the leasing of street ends for lumber-yards or 
any other purposes where they abut against the 
river.

pies. 

Nor is this cause and effect confined’ to our 
own country. Six times within ten years has 
Constantinople, in Turkey, been visited, destroy- 
ing 1.560 bouses, valued at $15,270,000. 

Yeddo, in Japan, has twice suffered severely 
from the same cause. On April 22, 1872, when 
30,000 people were reodered homeless; and on 
November 29, 1876, when 5,000 houses dnd sixty- 
eight streets were buraed over and fifty-six. 
lives destroyed. 

Shall we learn nothmeg from all this? Shall 
we, who have st on hot streets, shieiding our 
faces from the almost suffocating breath of 
smoldering ruips, while we vainly sought to 
recognize our own homes and places of busi- 
ness: shall we forget that all that ruin was 
caused by the contiguity of frame buildings? Are 

and experience to gather nothing from the 
past? Even before the foundations are laid of the 
monument intended to commemorate the fire of 
1871, are we to forget its lessons? The history of 
frame houses in large cities is a history of lam- 
entation and weeping and great mourning. It 
is written in the blood of unnumbered victims. 
It points to calcined es and ghastly remains. 
It teils of courts of bankruptcy, of biasted 
hopes, of ruined fortunes, of broken bearts, of 
desolate families, of sorrow and of grief.

General Annual Muster.

The reply 
was always the same: “The same old regiment, 
only it has got new ciothes.” This will shortly 
be the condition of the First Regiment. For 
several weeks private meetings of the Board of 
Officers have been held at the armory, and, after 
due deliberation, the result decided upon is the 
thorough overhauling of all the uniforms and 
equipments of the command. The coats, pants, 
epaulets, white belts, etc., are about going iato 
the hands of the cleaners and repairers, and sev- 
eral new additions are to be made to the uni- 
forms. The heads Of all the members have just 
been measured, and last Saturday night an 
order was sent to the East by the 
—— — for nearly XU new white 
ulu-cloth summer helmets and a corresponding 
number of kKnapsacks and biankets. The latter 
are to be red, and will be roiled upon the knap- 
sack in approved regulation style. In addition 
to this the regimental band is to > fitted out 
in a gor us manner with red French tunic 
coats, elaborately trimmed with gold braid, blue 
pants, and white belmets. e drum corps 
will bave white coats, blue pants, and white 
heimets. The effect of the command in the new 
uniform will be startling. First will come the 
band, with the red coats; next the drum corps, 
with white coats; then the veteran corps, with 
whatever uniform the members choose to adopt, 
followed by the regimeut proper, with gray 
coats and pants, white helmets, and red biankets 
stra upon biack knapseacks with white 
leather belts. When this metamorphosis takes 
place no doubt the time-honored quespoa will 
be re tod. What regiment is chat? and the 
answer will very properly come, The same old 
regiment, with new ciloshes.”” After seven or 
eight years’ wear it is evident that the old uni- 
forms need some repairs. 


The Second“ Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Further particulars concerning the election 
fiasco at the armory of the Second Regiment a 
week ago Saturday night were obtained at regi- 
Mental headquarters last week. According to 
this statement, an order was issued by the Ad- 
jutant-General calling an election for Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, vice Hennessey, resigned. Col. 
Thompson presided. He had a candidate of his 
own in the person of Capt. F. B. Davis, late com- 
mander of Company C, First Regiment, who was 
informally supported by the officers of the old 
Sixth, while the officers of the old Second fa- 
vored the promotion ot Maj. Doyle to the posi- 
tion. The Chair ruled that officers having their 
commissions only shouid be allowed to vote. 
Several officers of tne old Second, who had been 
elected but had not yet received their commis- 
sions, and their colleagues all protested 
against this ruling, on the ground that a 
precedent to the contrary had been formed by 
Adjutant-General Elliott himseif on the night 
of the election of Col. Thompson as commander 
of the consolidation. Col. Thompson adhered to 
his ruling, and would nat allow an appeal from 
his decision. Then it was moved that the elec- 
tion be postponed, which motion was enter- 
tained by the Chair, who first .calied for an in- 
formal ballot of the officers, which resulted in a 
small majority in favor of Capt. Davis. The 
election was thus postponed to the callof the 
commanding oOfficer.. To the charge that the 
commissions of the newly-elected oflicers— 
Capt. Eagle aud his two Lieutenants—were de- 
layed at regimental headquarters until after the 


election, Col. Thompson replied that such 
was not the case. He claimed that 
the envelope containin the commissions 


was postmarked at Springfield at 2p. m. Satur- 
day; that no train came to Chicago uutil mid- 
night, and the papers did not reach regimenial 
beadquarters until 10 a. m. Monday morning, 
when they were immediately Xx ed to the 
officers claiming them. Col. Thompson also 
claims that he wrote to the Adjutant-Geferal 
asking him to burry up the commissions, in 
Order to have them there in time, etc. In re- 
gard to the ruling of Col. Tuompson that none 
but officers having commissions should be al- 
lowed to vote, the decision was manifestiy a 
proper one under ordinary circumstances, for 
an officer is not an officer until he has been com- 
missioned. Election certificates are sometimes 


sent to neral headquarters, where 
the Adjutant-General, for certain rea- 
sons, refuses to grant com missions 


and the candidates never become officers, and 
sbould certainly never be allowed franchises or 
privileges of any kind as such. In the case of 
the elecdon of commander of the consolidated 
regiment, no doubt the Adjutant-General 
thought he saw au emergency in which he was 
compelled to make a ruling of his own. The 
Colonel might have boen magnanimous enough 
to have foliowed the precedent made by the Ad- 
jutant-General, but it peng? — for him to re- 
fuse to do so if be felt so disposed. It is quite 
evident that the breach between the two organi- 
zations can never be el 1 by proceedings of 
this kind, and steps should be promptly taken 
by somebody in authority to straighten matters 
out. In the frst place, under the circumstances, 
it would have been highly proper for the Ad- 
jutant-Genefal to have appointed a dis- 
interested outsider as presiding  oflicer 
over the election ho would have 
understood the situation and dealt fairly by all 
parties interested. That Col. Thompson meant 
to do this there is no question, but, occupying 
the office he did, he was plaved ina very delicate 
ition, the more especially soas he avowedly 
ad a candidate of his own to bring out. Of 
course another order will have to be issued by 
the Adjutant-Genera! for the election, and it is 
to be hoped that there will be no bungling next 
time. It is earnestiy hoped by all that harmony 
may be restored lu this command, and if it is 
necessary to sacrifice one, two; or half a dozen 
officers to bring it about, it shouid be done.

At the least possible esti- 
mate this will be forfiveor six thousand 
years, and then there will be enough of the 
shaft left to stand ten or fifteen thousand 
years longer before the disintegration shall 
render it unstable.“ 

“How about covering it with silicate 
paint?“ 

“This is the paint-gend's purpose. It 
would be injurious. The surfaces of the 
stone are pitted. It would be impossible to 
work the silicate compound into every 
crevice and cover every part. Unless tnis 
were done the moisture, which is the prime 
cause of disintegration, would collect in the 
crevices. The power of absorbing it would 
be vastly diminished, and it would remain to 
be acted on by heat or cold, causing the 
crevices to extend and the surfaces to disin- 
tegrate very much more rapidly than they 
can possibly do now.“ 

“Then you think the alleged disintegra- 
tion of the London and Paris obelisks is due 
to the coat of paint that has been applied to 
their surfaces? 

„ don’t believe they have ‘disintegrated.’ 
There are people in London and Paris, as 
there are in New York, who seek every op- 
portunity to thrust themselves before the 
public. ben every other dodge fails they 
write letters and have interviews with them- 
selves about the obelisk or some other thing 

they know nothing about, but wtich 
they think will secure them a hearing or sell 
a sinall patent for them. Really, life is too 
short to waste on such people.“
